If you pay divs, then just the price appreciation 
between jiar and current value can make people want to buy it. And if they sell, that may not be 
good either. One strategy is only to pay half divs with maybe a withhold and full thrown it to keep 
the price down. I've seen this employed to good effect by Anthony Carver (and which he has also 
done similar in 18261 France) with the Belgei.
